1,000-man 
South Vietnamese task force that 
moved into battered Quang Tri city 
last week withdrew to the edge of 
town today and allied officers said 
they expect a major fight before 
recapturing the provincial capital 
from the Communists. 
The South Vietnamese said last 
Friday that governnment troops had 
occupied two-thirds of the city and 
the only major obstacle was the 
capture of the walled, 19th century 
citadel near the center of the city. 
However, allied oficers said today 
the North Vietnamese defenders 
have received reinforcements and 
are prepared to fight for the city. 


“Quang Tri is going to be very 
hard to take. The bunker complexes 
are unbelieveable,” a U.S. adviser 
told 
UPI correspondent 
Barney 
Seibert. “ They are determined to 
hold Quang Tri. There is at least a 
battalion (about 500 men) in there.” 
Far to the south, U. S. Brig. Gen. 
Richard J. Tallman and three other 
Americans were killed by a North 
Vietnamese artillery shell near An 
Loc, a provincial capital 60 miles 
north of Saigon that has been under 
siege since soon after the current 
Communist offensive started on 
March 30. Two other Americans 
were injured. 


Tallman, 47, of Honesdale, Pa., 
and his party had just stepped out of 
their helicopter when a shell hit 
nearby. They jumped into a bunker, 
then climbed out again and were 
running for a command post 100 
yards away when a second shell 
exploded in their midst. 
President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
landed in the same spot two days 
ago during an inspection tour but no 
artillery shells came within 400 
yards of the Thieu party. 
Tallman was deputy commander 
of the 3rd Regional Assistance 
Command operating in the An Loc 
area. He was the father of seven 
children and had been stationed in 
Vietnam for one year.

The swivel chair in metal and black 
leather was flown from New York to 
Iceland and put on the stage in the 
Reykjavik chess hall Sunday 
Spassky's

advisers 
arrived 
shortly after the much-talked-about chair 
and studied it suspiciously Then they left 
without comment. 
Now the Icelandic organizers face a new 
problem Where to find a similar chair in 
Iceland0 “ It would look better if both 
Spassky and Fischer had the same chairs,” 
said Gudmundur Thorarmsson, president 
of the Icelandic Chess Federation. 
Fischer took one look at the dozen

chairs 
the

Reykjavik’s furniture 
stores the other day, sat down in some of 
them and then gave his verdict: “ Fly in my 
own chair.” 
Spassky, the 35-year-old world champion,

about chairs, chess boards and sets I will 
leave that to Bobby It makes no difference 
to m e.”

“ Bobby is relaxed and ready We will play

But the players still have to inspect and 
approve the facilities in the hall, where the 
organizers expect 3,000 fans paying $5 each 
to be on hand Tuesday.

Eclipse of the sun today 


(Jolted Press International 


The moon s shadow will sweep across the 
earth today at more than 1,000 miles an 
hour during an eclipse of the sun 
A total eclipse will occur along a 113- 
mile-wide strip starting just north of Japan 
and ending in the North Atlantic as the 
moon comes between the sun and the 
earth 
A partial eclipse will be visible in 
America, ranging from about 14 per cent in 
San Francisco to 90 per cent in Boston. 
S c ie n tis ts 
using 
s o p h is tic a te d 
instruments including rockets carrying 
electronic observation gear, planned to 
track the eclipse from land, sea and air. 
Experts warned amateur astrologers and 
others that looking directly at the eclipse 
could cause permanent eye damage 
The total eclipse was scheduled to begin 
at sunrise <2 29 EDT i near Sakhalin Island 
north of Japan and travel eastward across 
the Sea of Okhotsk and the peninsula of 


Kamchatka in eastern Siberia, the Bering 
Straight, northern Alaska and Canada, 
Hudson Bay and the Canadian m aritime 
provinces. It will fade out at 5 03 p.m. EDT 
in the North Atlantic. 


During the eclipse, the moon’s shadow 
travels at an actual speed of 2,100 m.p.h. 
but since the earth's rotation is in the same 
direction 
(1,040 m.p.h.) 
the shadow's 
apparent speed will be 1,060 m.p h. 
The full eclipse will last longest—2 
minutes and 36 seconds—in a remote area 
northwest of Hudson Bay and near the 
Arctic Circle. 


As a rule, total eclipses are visible in the 
same location once ever 300 years, But this 
will be the second in recent years for 
residents of Sheet Harbor, Nova Scotia, 
who also saw one on March 7,1970 
Dr Franklyn Branley, chairman of New 
York s Hayden Planetarium, described a 
total eclipse as “an awesome sight.”

New approach sought in 
U.S. trade with Soviet Union 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif (U P I)-P resid en t Nixon will 
send his secretary of commerce to Moscow this month to 
work on “ a comprehensive new approach 
to U.S.-Soviet 
trade, following up the unprecedented $750 million grain 
deal. 
He will bring up the old Russian World War II debt 
Plans for the trip by Secretary Peter G. Peterson were 
disclosed this weekend by Henry Kissinger. Nixon’s chief 
foreign policy adviser 
The President wants “ a comprehensive new approach to 
the issue of U.S.-Soviet economic relations,” Kissinger told 
newsmen. 


He described the agreement to sell the Russians 
American grain as “ a major step” toward that end. The 
deal is by far the largest such trade transaction ever 
between the United States and the Soviet Union. 
Peterson's negotiations will focus on settlement of the 
jworld War II Lend-Lease debt owned by Russia and credit 


arrangements, two of the major obstacles to broader trade 
between the two. 
The United States claims the Russians owe about $800 
million and the Soviet Union only acknowledges a $300 
million debt 


Under the grain deal the Soviet Union will be granted up 
to $500 million in credit through the commercial credit 
corporation, 
the 
government-backed 
agency 
which 
normally handles commodities transactions, at the regular 
6-1-8 per cent interest 
It also marked the first occasion that such credit has been 
furnished the Russians. Their previous purchases were for 
cash. 


During the first year of the three-year agreement. Russia 
will buy at least $200 million worth of U S crops-their 
choice of a mix of wheat, corn, sorghum, rye, barley and 
oats.

The lovely, airy pattern is 
achieved with a scalloped 
mesh stitch,

1/0 
(zero) crochet hook through­ 
out.

The body is completed first, 
then the sleeves.

Teenagers Do Their 
Thing for YM C A 


L O M P O ^ t E C O t t D 


Many of the teenagers from the 
area of Lompoc will be helping out 
as counselors for the camps that are 
sponsored by the local YMCA. Mr. 
Dan Morse interviewed 70 capable 
teenagers as counselors and junior 
counselors for this year. 
In choosing the students who will 
be counselors, Mr. Morse set nine 
guidelines for maturity. Those are: 
1) they are mature to the extent that 
they are guided by their long-term 
purposes 
rather 
than 
by 
their 
immediate desires. 2) they are able 
to accept things and people the way 
they are, rather than pretend they 
are the way he wants them to be. 3) 
they are able to accept the authority 
of others without the rebellion or 
without the self-abdiction that we 
call “ folding up” . 4) they are able to 
accept themselves as an authority 
without either a sense of bravado or 
a sense of guilt. 5) they are able to 
defend themselves both from their 
own unacceptable impulses and 
from attacks from the outside. 6) 
they are able to accept their own, 
and the opposite sex and the relation 
between the two in ways that are 
appropriately fulfilling. 7) they are 
able to work without being a slave, 
and to play without feeling they 
ought to be working. 8) they are able 
to love others so satisfyingly that 
they become less dependent upon 
being loved. 9) finally, they are able 
to accept their significant place and 
role in the larger scheme of things. 
Mr. Morse has also set up his own 
guidelines as to what a self-reliant 
and responsible person should be. 
Those guidelines are simply that a 
person places high value on being 
responsible for his own life, for his 
own growth, morale, and his own 
conduct. He also goes into the areas 
that he seeks self-understanding, 
does 
not 
transfer 
blame 
or 


responsibility to others, carries his 
share 
of 
the 
load 
in 
all 
his 
relationships, and is guided by the 
principles or values rather than 
expediency.

U.S. still losing 


Somehow, it all sounds very familiar. 
The British pound weakens and in the 
ensuing 
confusion

markets, the dollar also comes under 
pressure. 
Money managers of the major strong- 
currency 
nations 
demand 
that 
both 
governments concerned put their financial 
houses in order and cease exporting 
problems. 
Meanwhile, fears of a new wave of 
d e v a lu a tio n s 
fu rth er 
underm ine 
confidence in the smaller and weaker 
currencies. 
If there is a sense of having been through 
this before, there is good reason. The 
script, or something very like it, was 
played out a number of times before last 
December’s Smithsonian agreements. 
Named for Washington’s Smithsonian 
Institution where the conference of the 
world’s leading trading and monetary 
powers took place, this first thoroughgoing 
currency realignment since World War II 
was supposed to call a halt to the 
recurring, 
and 
increasingly 
frequent, 
currency crises of recent years. Key step 
was the de facto devaluation of the dollar 
by reducing its value in terms of gold, 
from $35 an ounce to $38 an ounce, a move 
which Congress finally got around to 
legislating a few weeks ago. 
Devaluation was supposed not only to 
put the dollar into a more realistic balance 
with other currencies but to sharpen its 
competitive edge, making U.S. products 
less expensive and thereby spurring sales 
on world markets and correcting an 
increasingly 
unfavorable 
balance 
of 
payments. 
So here we are, a bare six months post- 
Smithsonian and pretty much back where 
we started. As the French say, and they 
have an unpleasant habit of saying a great

deal in these situations, “The more things 
change 
” 
According to a Treasury spokesman, the 
pound’s problems “need not disturb” the 
Smithsonian arrangements. That is an 
opinion which had best be sold to Britain’s 
new Common Market colleagues, who are 
resuming a hard-nosed attitude toward 
both the pound and the dollar. 
“Jawboning” was the popular term for 
the Johnson administration’s key weapon 
in 
curbing 
the 
inherent 
inflationary 
tendencies of its guns-and-butter economic 
policy — persuading U.S. industry and 
labor to hold back on price-wage increases 
without resorting to controls. 
The present administration also has 
tried “jawboning,” but directed abroad in 
form er 
Treasury 
Secretary 
John 
Connally’s persuasion of other major 
trading 
nations to 
accept 
a 
U.S. 
devaluation 
and 
other 
corrective 
measures which most thought inadequate 
to the need. Not until some months later, 
with the institution of price and wage 
controls, did President Nixon reluctantly 
move on the home front. 


Meanwhile, it has been export-import 
business as usual. Despite devaluation, the 
United States has continued to run trade 
deficits — $700 million in April alone, the 
second largest monthly deficit in history, 
and $552 million in May. With exports 
lagging behind imports by $2.7 billion so 
far, 1972 is shaping up as the worst trade 
year ever. 


Economists like to take the long view of 
these matters. Remedies such as the 
United States has imposed may require 
some time to take effect, up to a year or 
more. 
But 
eventually 
they 
bring an 
economy back into balance. 
We must certainly hope so. 


Fragmented Demos 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Hope, 
gun, 
poison 
— 
the 
Democrats 
have 
several ways of committing suicide 
and in the deepest trough of gloom 
on the eve of the convention at 
Miami 
Beach the only decision 
seem s to be how it will be done The 
surest way is to deny the nomination 
to George McGovern after he has 
taken 10 primaries with a delegate 
total, 
omitting 
the 
California 
division, of more than 1200. 
That would make 
the 
re-election 
of 
President Nixon a 
certainty 
barring 
the accidents that 
defy all certainties. 
It would also turn 
the convention into 
a bloody shambles, 
a 
match 
for 
the 
horrendous 
perform an ces 
in 
Chicago four years 
ago. 
In a party divided and in disarray 
with fractions old and new clawing 
at one another McGovern and his 
followers represent the only sizable 
coherent force. The fragments that 
have been glued together m the stop- 
McGovern movement could not by 
the wildest stretch of imagination 
cohere around another candidate. 
They are ego tripping, sustained by 
fantasies of what might happen if — 
a thousand IFs. 


McGovern 
has 
made 
serious 
errors of judgment in campaigning 
to win those primaries. The worst 
boner was his $1,000 a year to every 
man, 
woman and child with a 
com plex formula to take it away and 
a lot more from the middle and 
upper incom e brackets. That was 
the surest way to alienate not just 
the affluent taxpayer but a lot of 
hard working men and women in 
revolt against taxes And however, 


far he may back off from this Rube 
Goldberg substitute for the welfare 
system it will be a millstone around 
his neck. 


A second serious error was his 
meat-axe cut of the defense budget 
with 
a 
proposed 
$30 
billion 
reduction. 
The 
swollen 
m ilitary 
budget is a vulnerable target. The 
mistake was to use a flat figure that 
could be shown not only to damage 
the defense structure but to enforce 
cuts in a wasteful and impractical 
way. 


Yet when these and other errors 
are added up the fact is that 
McGovern and McGovern alone has 
strong, 
active 
support 
from 
a 
sizable force among the young and 
among many of their elders. They 
believe the system is not working 
and they look to McGovern as a 
radical surgeon who can change it. 
However unrealistic this may be in 
term s of 
American 
politics the 
McGovern forces should have their 
inning. They represent a choice and 
not, in that fateful phrase out of 
1964, an echo of the established 
order. 


The parallel with Adlai Stevenson 
com es to mind, while McGovern is 
no Stevenson, 
the Senator from 
South Dakota inspires something of 
the 
sam e 
enthusiasm 
that 
a 
generation of intellectuals and the 
young gave to Adlai, the brilliant 
cam paigner 
who 
infused 
his 
speeches with a warm, splendidly 
phrased idealism. 


But a look at the Stevenson record 
in 
1952 
and 
1956 
shows 
how 
formidable a task McGovern must 
face as the nominee of a party so 
sadly fragmented In 1952 Stevenson 
carried nine states with an electoral 
vote total of 89 Of the nine, seven

were states of the old confederacy. 
Those states in 1972 will go either 
for George W allace, if he runs on a 
third party ticket, or for Richard 
Nixon. 
They 
are 
lost 
to 
a 
D em ocratic party of the Stevenson 
or McGovern order. 
In 1956 Stevenson carried seven 
states with an electoral total of 74. 
Six of the seven were Alabama, 
Arkansas, 
Georgia, 
Mississippi, 
North and South Carolina. In the 16 
years that have intervened the old 
south has abandoned the loyalties to 
the party that em erged from the 
ruins of the civil war. Those six 
states could not conceivably today 
vote for a Stevenson or a McGovern. 


In 
1952, 
after 
20 
years 
of 
D em ocratic Rule the party was also 
fragm entated The media chivvied 
at President Harry Truman for 
peccadilloes, m ost of them minor. 
Such hard line Texas Dem ocrats as 
Lyndon Johnson and John Conally 
sat on their hands in the campaign 
and 
T exas 
went 
Republican. 
Stevenson was running against a 
national hero. 


The disarray, the deep hostilities 
are this year much greater. 
In 
contrast President Nixon has with 
great political shrewdness welded 
his party together, bringing liberals 
and conservatives into what is at 
least 
a 
working 
coalition. 
His 
successes in foreign policy have won 
overwhelming approval. 


About the feuding in his party 
Stevenson once had this to say Sure, 
those cats are fighting, clawing, 
yowling, but remem ber they are 
making more cats Whether that is 
true 
in 
1972 
is 
the 
great 
imponderable. 


In a year when many public 
figures 
insist 
the state 
of 
the 
econom y is the big thing President 
Nixon seem s bent on trying to win 
reelection as a pre-eminent foreign 
policy president. 
We know now that 
his 
predicted 
fall 
bombshell will have 
“ Vietnam ” written 
on 
it, 
though we 
can’t be sure of its 
size 
and 
shape. 
There are no more 
great 
capitals 
to 
visit, to top Peking 
and Moscow. 
Well advertised is the President s 
wish 
to 
achieve 
som e 
kind 
of 
settlem ent of the Vietnam 
war 
through 
negotiations, 
Obviously, 
however, unforseeable responses in 
Hanoi make this a much chancier 
prospect than was getting to China 
and the Soviet Union. 
N evertheless, it probably would 
be 
a 
m istake 
for 
either 
the 
Dem ocrats 
or 
anybody 
else 
to 
assum e that if he is frustrated in his 
hope for pre-election negotiations on 
Vietnam, Nixon will have no other 
way to deal with the issue in a 
politically profitable fashion. 
F or 
on e 
th in g , 
he 
cou ld 
“ negotiate” in the public forum of 
offering fresh peace proposals going 
beyond those of May 8, when he 
su g g ested 
a 
c e a se -fir e , 
new 
elections for South Vietnam, U.S. 
total withdrawal four months after 
agreem ent. 
Such proposals would, of course, 
have to bear at least the stamp of 
still broader conciliation, and m ost 
likely 
would be underscored by 
troop 
withdrawals 
cutting 
our 
residual forces in Vietnam to alm ost 
token proportions. 
It was wholly predictable that, in 
the announcement of the withdrawal 
now of another 10,000 men, the 
President fixed the next deadline for 
action at Sept. 1. He thus reserves 
the opportunity to m ove critically on 
the very eve of the fall election 
campaign. 
If he were then to announce a 
slash to around 20,000 men, a total 
less than the 23,000 “ advisers” we 
had in Vietnam before major U.S. 
ground units entered that country in 
1965, it would leave Sen. George 
McGovern 
as 
1972 
Dem ocratic 
nominee (presumed) with not much 
to talk about on the war. 
To be sure, we might still be 
keeping substantial air and naval 
forces handy outside Vietnam, but 


the Nixon people are betting this 
will not trouble too many Americans 
so 
long 
as U.S. 
casualties are 
virtually eliminated and no draftees 
need go to Vietnam hereafter. 
Yet the President’s greater desire 
is that the whole business be settled 
at the table this fall. 
He is pressing Moscow hard to 
lean on Hanoi to undertake serious 
peace negotiations. Moscow has the 
levers, since it is the big supplier to 
North Vietnam. 
Nixon knows the Russians want to 
get on to more important things, 
like a Europewide conference, more 
trade, nuclear arms controls which 
could ease defense outlays and allow 
n ew 
f o c u s 
on 
d o m e s t i c 
d evelop m en t. 
He 
is 
sim ply 


suggesting that all this is possible if 
they will only help get Vietnam out 
of the way. 


And the President is also trying to 
transmit to Hanoi, via Moscow, the 
idea that this is the time to deal and 
get a fair break, that if he wins 
reelection, 
the terms thereafter 
might be much tougher. Our air and 
naval power still in place is the 
reminder. 


At this stage, no one knows how 
Hanoi may respond, or even if the 
Kremlin will turn off the supply 
spigot. But if all Nixon’s pressures 
fail, 
he 
still 
has 
that 
fallback 
prospect of “going public” in his 
peace bid.

The roadrunner 


When 
you 
spot 
a 
roadrunner 
sprinting across the asphalt ahead 
of your car or broken field running 
through the foothills chaparral — as 
you are likely to while driving north 
or south from Lompoc — for some 
reason h e’ll probably com e off as an 
ally, 
a 
sort of com ically 
hard 
pressed friend. 
Not 
surprisingly, 
he’s a member of 
the cuckoo family. 
H is 
a p p a r e n t 
pe rs o na l it y 
has 
i m p r e s s e d 
men 
enough to generate 
s o m e 
f r o n t i e r 
folklore and at least 
one 
surpassingly 
resourceful modern 
cartoon 
character. 
Maybe it’s the way 
he careers through 
the brush between 
breathless, instantaneous stops that 
p a i n t s 
t h i s 
impression. 
Actually, 
the 
roadrunner 
can 
really fly, though he prefers to run, 
leaving highways of “ X ” tracks 
from his four toed feet (two front, 
two back) across the arid western 
country he frequents. His legend of 
speed 
is 
deflated 
at 
first 
by 
biologists’ figures that the fastest 
he’s ever been clocked at is 15 
m.p.h. But consider his size 
Also called the chaparral cock, 
the roadrunner is at most 2 feet 
long, including a soft tan tail that’s 
as long as he is and blends with a 
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tan, bronze and black plumage. 
He’s got a tremendous appetite, 
spends most of his time satistymg it, 
and he’ll eat anything animal or 
vegetable 
that 
hangs, 
crawls, 
squirms or is small enough to get 
down, including seeds, fruits, small 
birds, 
toads, 
lizards, 
snakes, 
scorpions, tarantulas and any insect 
at all. 
When 
he’s 
on 
the* trail 
oi 
something and means business the 
short feathers on his head will 
bristle in a no-nonsense crest. 
Naturalist 
William 
Peterson’s 
discription of roadrunner’s hunting 
is worth quoting: “ His common gait 
is to rush headlong through the 
brush, then nonchalantly slow up 
and deliberately and greedily peek 
around the corner to see if there 
should be any unsuspecting meal 
basking in the sun. If not, he appears 
to raise his crest in vexation and 
sprints for the next likely spot.” 
He stuns his surprised snacks with 
a swift chop with his strong beak 
and then wallops and batters them 
against the ground or a stone until 
they are pulpy enough to swallow. 
Zoologists tend to frown, though, 
on 
th e 
f r o n t ie r 
c a m p f i r e 
recollections 
that 
pictured 
him 
constructing cactus needle traps 
around rattlers and hanging around 
impatiently until the rattler gored 
and killed himself to saunter in for 
lunch Some rattlers live in cactus 
covered areas, they say. 
Usually the roadrunner is heard 
only when irritated and the sound 
has been described as a rasping 
clacking noise which would almost 
certainly be a swear in an articulate 
species. 
When things aren’t going right, 
he’ll presumably do this and raise 
his crest at the same time. But 
come 
Spring, 
a 
soft, 
dove-like 
cooing replaces the clacking as the 
male roadrunner dashes off after a 
mate. 
When he finds her, the male will 
droop his wings, fan his tail and with 
his crest perfectly erect, he’ll jump 
up and down in a frenzied mating 
display which, if the fem ale accepts 
it, is followed by selecting a nesting 
area 
Nesting and hatching the young 
are hurried affairs. The nest is only 
3 to 15 feet high, tucked away, and in 
about 18 days a clutch of three to 
seven 
juveniles 
appear 
which 
because of growth differences, is a 
welter of huge beaks, long legs and 
featherless, greasy black bodies. By 
this time the male roadrunner has 
run off and though the female had a 
full time job just feeding herself 
before, she now begins clocking the 
mi l es 
in 
ear ne st 
providing 
centipedes and other fare for her 
quickly growing crew. 
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
